SCHEDULE OF GOVERNMENT BEEP PURCHASE 
AND SET ASIDE PERCENTAGES 

Pursuant to the provisions of War Pood 
Order No. 75-2. as amended (supra), and 
to effectuate the purposes thereof, it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 

§ 1410.27 • Establishment of base pe¬ 
riod: establishment of beef purchase and 
set aside percentages —(a) Definitions. 
The terms used herein shall have the 
meaning set forth for such teims in War 
Pood Order No. 75. as amended (10 P.R. 
4649), and War Pood Order No. 75-2, as 
amended. 

(b) Base period: current rate of 
slaughter. The month of June 1944 is 
hereby established as the base period. 
Current rate of slaughter is determined 
by dividing the dressed weight of cattle 
slaughtered during a current week by the 
average weekly slaughter (dressed 
weight) of cattle during the base period 
(June 1944). 

(c) Government purchase and set 
aside percentages. In accordance with 
the standards set forth in paragraph (e) 
of War Pood Order 75-2, the following 
schedule of percentages is hereby estab¬ 
lished. The quantity of each grade of 
Army-stjde beef which the persons or 
agencies designated in War Pood Order 
No. 75-2 may purchase is determined by 
applying the appropriate percentage to 
the total weekly production (dressed 
weight) of each of such grades of Army- 
style beef, and the quantities of Utility 
grade (Grade C) beef and of canner and 
cutter grade (Grade D) beef which are 
required to be set aside by any slaugh¬ 
terer is determined by applying the ap¬ 
propriate percentage to the total weekly 
production (dressed weight) of Utility 
grade beef and canner and cutter grade 
beef, respectively. All beef required to 
be set aside or made available for pur¬ 
chase by Zone 9 kosher slaughterers shall 
be In the form of hind quarters.

BEEF REQUIRED TO BE SET ASIDE 

War Pood Order No. 75-2, as amended 
(10 P.R. 4650), is further amended to 
read as follows: 
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§ 1410.18 Beef required to he set 
aside —(a) Definitions. (1) “Govern¬ 
mental agency” means the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, or Coast Guard of the 
United States (excluding for the pur¬ 
poses of this order. United States Army 
post exchanges, United States Navy 
ships* service departments, United States 
Marine Corps post exchanges, and simi¬ 
lar organizations), War Food Admin¬ 
istration (including but not restricted to 
any corporate agency thereof), the War 
Shipping Administration, and the Vet¬ 
erans Administration. 

(2) “Army-style beef” means (i) 
dressed steer carcasses of “U. S. Choice**, 
*‘U. S. Good**, or “U. S. Commercial** 
grade weighing between 350 and 1,100 
poimds; (il) dressed heifer carcasses of 
“U. S. Choice**, “U. S. Good**, or “U. S. 
Commercial** grade weighing between 
300 and 1,100 pounds; and (ill) dressed 
cow carcasses of “U. S. Good** or “U. S. 
Commercial** grade weighing between 
350 and 1,100 pounds. 

(3) “Federally inspected slaughterer** 
means any slaughterer whose establish¬ 
ment is operated under Federal in¬ 
spection. 

(4) “Federal inspection** means in¬ 
spection xmder the provisions of the act 
of March 4, 1907 (34 Stat. 1260), as 
amended, 21 U. S. C. 71, and as extended . 
by Public Law 602, 77th Cong., approved 
June 10. 1942 (56 Stat. 351), and the 
rules and regulations promulgated there¬ 
under. 

(5) ‘‘Authorized puixhaser** means: 
(i) Any person who is under contract to 
sell or deliver set aside beef, or products 
prepared in whole or part therefrom, to a 
governmental agency; (ii) Any person 
who has delivered set aside beef, or prod¬ 
ucts prepared in whole or part therefrom, 
to a governmental agency, and has not 
replaced the set aside beef so delivered, 
or contained in the products so delivered, 
by a purchase of set aside beef under this 
order; (iii) Any person who is authorized 
by the Director to purchase set aside 
beef. 

(6) “Contract school**, '‘marine hos¬ 
pital’*, or “maritime academy** means any 
person defined as such in War Food 
Order No. 73, as amended (9 F.R. 10036, 
10927, 13741). 

(7) “Ship supplier’* means any person 
delQned as such in War Food Order No. 
74, as amended (10 F.R. 5759). who holds 
a license under that order. 

(8) “Set aside beef’* means beef of the 
type and grade required to be set aside, 
reserved, and held under this order. 

(9) “Base period” means such period 
of the calendar year 1944 as the Director 
may establish. 

(10) “Current rate of slaughter** 
means the total dressed weight of cattle 
slaughtered during a current week di¬ 
vided by the average weekly slaughter 
(dressed weight) during the base period. 
Current rate of slaughter shall be stated 
in terms of percentage. 

(11) “Northern Area of Zone 9** in¬ 
cludes the following: 

(i) Maine, New Hampshire, Ver.xpont, 
Massachusetts, Connnecticut, and Rhode 
Island; 


(11) All that portion of New York east 
of and including the counties of Saint 
Lawrence, Jefferson. Lewis and Herki¬ 
mer, and east and southeast of and in¬ 
cluding the counties of Otsego, Delaware. 
Sullivan. Orange, Rockland, Westchester; 
New York. Bronx. Kings, and Richmond; 

(iii) All that portion of Pennsylvania 
east of and including the counties of 
Tioga. Lycoming, Union, Mifflin, Juniata, 
Perry, and Fi’anklin; 

(iv) New Jersey and Delaware; 

(V) All that portion of Maryland east 
and southeast of and including the coun¬ 
ties of Washington, Frederick. Mont¬ 
gomery. Prince Georges, Charles, and 
Saint Marys; and 

(Vi) The District of Columbia. 

(12) “Zone 9 Kosher slaughterer’* 
means any slaughterer of Kosher beef 
located in the Northern Area of Zone 9, 
who has registered with the Office of 
Price Administration as required by par¬ 
agraph (d) of § 1364.407 of Maximum 
Price Regulation 169. as amended. 

(13) “Conversion weight” means the 
dressed weight equivalent of the meat 
derived from the slaughter of cattle, de¬ 
termined as prescribed in paragraph (g) 
hereof. 

(14) “Person** means any individual, 
partnership, association, business trust, 
corporation, or any organized group of 
persons whether incorporated or not. 

(15) “Director” means the Director of 
Marketing Services, War Food Adminis¬ 
tration. 

(16) Any term not specifically defined 
herein shall have the meaning set forth 
for such term in War Pood Order No. 75, 
as amended (10 F.R. 4649). 

(b) Purpose of this order. This order 
is intended to provide for the procure¬ 
ment by governmental agencies, author¬ 
ized purchasers, contract schools, marine 
hospitals, maritime academies, and ship 
suppliers, of an amount of beef of the 
Indicated grades equal to the following 
percentages of the aggregate total of all 
beef of such grades produced by slaugh¬ 
terers subject to the provisions of "this 
order;

(c) Army-style beef: slaughterers af^ 
fected. The provisions of this paragraph 
(c) shall apply to the following slaugh¬ 
terers: 

AU federaUy inspected slaughterers; 

Every slaughterer whose cattle are slaugh¬ 
tered In an establishment oi>erated under 
Federal Inspection; 

Every slaughterer who. In any calendar 
week, slaughters more than 61 head of cattle 
producing Army-style beef; 

Every slaughterer whose cattle are slaugh¬ 
tered In an establishment in which, during 
any calendar week, there are slaughtered 
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more than 61 head of cattle producing Army- 
style beef. 

(1) No slaughterer subject to the pro¬ 
visions of this paragraph (c) shall deliver 
meat unless he shall set aside and reserve 
the total amount of each week’s produc¬ 
tion of beef graded “U. S Choice”, “U. S. 
Good’*, and “U. S. Commercial”, ob¬ 
tained from steers, heifers, and cows, 
whose carcasses produce Army-style 
beef: Provided, however. That govern¬ 
mental agencies, authorized purchasers, 
contract schools, marine hospitals, mari¬ 
time academies, and ship suppliers may 
select and purchase not to exceed such 
percentage of each grade of beef so set 
aside, based upon the current rate of 
slaughter, as the Director may determine 
in accordance with the provisions of par¬ 
agraph (c) hereof, and upon the delivery 
or execution of contracts to deliver, to 
such Piersons or agencies, of not less than 
the applicable percentage of each grade 
of beef so set aside, such slaughterer may 
deliver to any other person an amount 
not in excess of the remaining balance of 
such week’s production of such grade of 
beef. 

(2) No slaughterer subject to the pro¬ 
visions of this paragraph (c) shall de¬ 
liver meat unless he shall bone, in ac¬ 
cordance with Army-specifications for 
frozen boneless beef, not le.ss than 90 per¬ 
cent of each grade of Army-style beef 
selected and purchased by governmental 
agencies, authorized purchasers, contract 
schools, marine hospitals, maritime 
academies, and ship suppliers: Provided, 
however. That the Order Administrator 
may wholly or partially exempt ,any 
slaughterer from this requirement upon 
a proper showing that said slaughterer 
(i) does not have adequate facilities for 
boning; (ii) does not have, or is unable 
to obtain, suflacient personnel to bone 
said beef, or (iii) is unable to comply 
with this requirement for any reason 
which appears to the Order Administra¬ 
tor to warrant such exemption. 

(d) Utility grade and cutter and can- 
ner beef; federally inspected slaughter¬ 
ers. This paragraph shall apply only to 
federally Inspected slaughterers. No 
federally inspected slaughterer shall de¬ 
liver meat unless he shall set aside, re¬ 
serve, and hold for delivery to govern¬ 
mental agencies, authorized purchasers, 
contract schools, marine hospitals, mari¬ 
time academies, and ship suppliers, such 
percentages, as the Director may deter¬ 
mine in accordance with the provisions 
of paragraph (e) hereof, of the conver¬ 
sion weight of each week's production of 
beef derived from steers, heifers, cows, 
stags, and bulls of U. S. Utility grade 
(Grade C beef) and cutter and canner 
grade (Grade D beef). 

(e) Determination of percentages. 
The specific percentage of each grade of 
Army-style beef which governmental 
agencies, authorized purchasers, contract 
schools, marine hospitals, maritime 
academies, and ship suppliers may pur- 
cliase out of the total quantity of such 
grade of beef set aside by any slaughterer, 
and the specific percentage of Utility 
grade (Grade C) beef and of cutter and 
canner grade (Grade D) beef which any 
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slaughterer shall be required to set aside, 
shall be proportional to and graduated in 
accordance with the current rate of 
slaughter of such slaughterer, with the 
result that a greater proportion of Gov¬ 
ernment requirements will be drawn from 
those slaughterers who are slaughtering 
more, with reference to the base period, 
than their normal volume of cattle. De¬ 
termination of such percentages will be 
made by the Director at periodic in¬ 
tervals. 

(t) Federal inspection, (1) No slaugh¬ 
terer who is or wiio becomes subject to 
paragraph (c) of this order by virtue of 
slaughtering, in any calendar week, more 
than 51 head of cattle producing Army- 
style beef shall deliver meat unless he 
shall apply and qualify under the Meat^ 
Inspection Act (21 U.S.C. 71 et seq.) and 
the regulations applicable thereto, for 
Federal meat inspection of all Army-style 
carcasses and beef required to be set 
aside by him under this order. No such 
slaughterer who fails to apply or qualify 
for Federal inspection as herein provided 
shall thereafter slaughter, in any calen¬ 
dar week, more than 51 head of cattle 
producing Army-style beef. 

(2) No owner or operator of slaughter¬ 
ing facilities, other than a farmer, shall 
slaughter or permit such facilities to be 
used for the slaughter, in any calendar 
w’eek, of more than 51 head of cattle pro¬ 
ducing Army-style beef, unless he has 
qualified or shall hereafter apply and 
qualify under the Meat Inspection Act 
(21 U.S.C. 71 et seq.) and the regulations 
applicable thereto for Federal meat in¬ 
spection of all Army-style carcasses'and 
beef required to be set aside under this 
order. 

(g) Conversion weight, (1) The con¬ 
version weight of all deliveries of beef, 
and the conversion weight of carcasses 
and of cuts and trimmings derived there¬ 
from, and of beef products produced 
therefrom shall be determined by multi¬ 
plying the weight thereof by the appro¬ 
priate conversion factor set forth below:

Dressed carcasses and cuts, not boned, 

fresh (chilled) or frozen- 1.00 

Boned beef and trlnunings, fresh 

(chilled) or frozen- 1.41

Dried (Including smoked)- 2. 20 

Boneless beef derived from cutter and 
canner' grade steers, heifers, cows, 

stags and bulls (Grade D beef)_ 1.45 

Canned beef and gravy_ 2.00 

The term “boned” describes cuts from 
which 50 percent or more of the bone, by 
weight, has been removed by the process 
of boning, and the term “not boned” de¬ 
scribes cuts from which none or less than 
50 percent of the bone, by weight, has 
been removed, and primal cuts which 
contain no bone. 

(2) The conversion weight of beef of 
any type used in the preparation of sau¬ 
sage or in the preparation of canned 
meat, or any other beef product not 
specified above, shall be computed by de- 
tqrinining, on the basis of the manufac¬ 
turing formula, the net weight of the beef 
used in such processing, and multiplying 
such net weight by the applicable conver¬ 


sion factor set forth above for such type 
of beef. The net weight of beef which is 
cooked and used in the preparation of 
canned meat not specified above shall 
be the weight thereof before cooking. 

(3) The Director may, upon written 
application, revise any conversion weight 
factor where it is shown that such factor 
is working an undue hardship in the 
preparation of certain products. 

(h) Credits allowed on deliveries. 
Subject to paragraph (i) hereof, any 
set-aside beef delivered to a govern¬ 
mental agency, authorized purchaser, 
contract school, marine hospital, mari¬ 
time academy, or ship supplier may be 
credited against the requirements of par¬ 
agraphs (c) and (d) hereof for beef of 
the type and grade so delivered. 

(i) Certificates, No set-aside beef 
shall be delivered to any authorized pur¬ 
chaser. and no credit shall be allowed for 
any such delivery unless, within 10 days 
after delivery, the slaughterer obtains a 
certificate signed by the authorized pur¬ 
chaser. acknowledging receipt of the 
beef and containing the following: the 
name and address of both parties and 
the date of delivery; the contract num¬ 
ber of the contract between the author¬ 
ized purchaser and the governmental 
agency; and a statement by the author¬ 
ized purchaser that the set-aside beef 
so delivered, or an equivalent amount of 
set-aside beef, will be or has been used in 
the fulfillment of such contract. The 
slaughterer shall endorse on such certifi¬ 
cate the conversion weight of such beef, 
together with a description permitting 
conversion in accordance with para¬ 
graph (g) hereof. The slaughterer and 
the authorized purchaser shall each re¬ 
tain an original of such certificate for 
at least two years and shall submit the 
same to the Director upon request. All 
statements contained in or accompany¬ 
ing such certificates shall be deemed rep¬ 
resentations to an agency of the United 
States. No person shall be entitled to 
rely upon any such certificate if he knows 
or has reasonable cause to believe it to 
be false. 

(j) Storage: packaging. All Army- 
style beef set aside and reserved under 
this order shall be stored in such man¬ 
ner as to maintain the quality thereof, 
and shall be prepared and packaged in 
accordance with Army specifications. 

(k) Authorized purchasers required to 
redeliver. Each authorized purchaser 
who receives set-aside beef under the pro¬ 
visions of , this order shall deliver all such 
beef, or an equivalent amount of set- 
aside beef, to a governmental agency, 
contract school, marine hospital, mari¬ 
time academy, or ship supplier. 

(l) Allocation, The Director may, by 
general order or written notice to indi¬ 
vidual slaughterers, order the allocation 
of beef set aside under this order to or 
among specific governmental agencies, 
authorized purchasers, contract schools, 
marine hospitals, maritime academies, or 
ship suppliers. In the absence of such 
allocation, slaughterers may, subject to 
paragraph U> hereof, sell beef so set 
aside to any such person or agency. 

(m) Existing contracts. The provi¬ 
sions of this order shall not be construed 
as reducing the amount of meat which 


any slaughterer is required to offer or 
to deliver under any existing contract 
with a governmental agency, as defined 
herein, or with the United States Mari¬ 
time Commission. 

(n) Reports, Every slaughterer sub¬ 
ject to paragraph (c) hereof shall report 
to the Director concerning his produc¬ 
tion of and transaction in beef. Such 
reports shall be made at such times and 
upon such forms as the Director may 
require, and shall be subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the Bureau of the Budget in 
accordance with the Federal Reports Act 
of 1.942. 

(0) Audits and inspections. The Di¬ 
rector shall be entitled to make such 
audits and inspections of the books, 
records and other writings, premises, 
supplies of livestock or stocks of meat 
of any person, and to make such investi¬ 
gations as may be necessary or appropri¬ 
ate. in his discretion, to the enforcement 
or administration of the provisions of 
this order. 

(p) Petition for relief from hardship. 
Any person affected by this order who 
considers that compliance herewith 
would work an exceptional or unreason¬ 
able hardship on him may file a petition 
for rellet with the Order Administrator. 
Petitions shall be in writing and shall 
set forth all pertinent facts and the na¬ 
ture of the relief sought. The Order Ad¬ 
ministrator may take any action with 
reference to such petition which is con¬ 
sistent with the authority delegated to 
him by the Director. If the petitioner 
is dissatisfied with the action taken by 
the Order Administrator, he may, by 
request ^iddressed to the Order Adminis¬ 
trator, obtain a review of such action by 
the director. After said review, the Di¬ 
rector may take such action as he deems 
appropriate, which action shall be final. 

(q) Violations, Any person who vio¬ 
lates any provision of this order may. in 
accordance with the applicable procedure, 
be prohibited from receiving, making any 
deliveries of, or using livestock, meat, 
meat products, or animal fats. Any per¬ 
son who wilfully violates any provision 
of this order is guilty of a crime and may 
be prosecuted under any and all appli¬ 
cable laws. Civil action may also be in¬ 
stituted to enforce any liability or duty 
created by. or to enjoin any violation of, 
any provision of this order. 

(r) Communications, All reports re¬ 
quired to be filed hereunder and all com¬ 
munications concerning this order shall, 
unless otherwise provided, be addressed 
to the Order Administrator, War Pood 
Order No. 75-2, Livestock and Meats 
Branch. Office of Marketing Services, 
War Food Administration. 5 South Wa¬ 
bash Avenue, Chicago 3. Illinois, 

(s) Territorial scope. This order shall 
apply within the 48 States and the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. 

(t) Effective date. This amendment 
shall become effective at 12:01 a. m., 
e. w. t.. June 3, 1945. With respect to 
violations, rights accrued, liabilities in¬ 
curred. or appeals taken, prior to said 
date, under War Pood Order No. 75-2, 
as amended, all provisions of said order 
shall be deemed to remain in full force 
for the purpose of sustaining any proper 
suit, action, or other proceeding with re-

(lii) Any person who is authorized by 
the Director to purchase set aside pork; 

(iv) Any person who is under contract 
to sell or deliver set aside pork, or prod¬ 
ucts prepared in whole or part there¬ 
from, to an authorized purchaser as de¬ 
fined in paragraph (a) (5) (i) and (a) 
(5) (ii). 

(6) "Contract school", "marine hospi¬ 
tal”, or "maritime academy" means any 
person defined as such in War Pood Or¬ 


der No. 73. as amended (9 P.R. 10036, 
10927, 13741). 

(7) "Ship supplier" means any person 
defined as such in War Food Order No. 
74, as amended (10 P.R. 5759), who holds 
a license under that order. 

(8) "Base period" means such period 
of the calendar year 1944 as the Director 
may establish. • 

(9) "Current rate of slaughter" means 
the total live weight of hogs slaughtered 
during a current week divided by the av¬ 
erage weekly slaughter (live weight) of 
hogs during the base period. Current 
rate of slaughter shall be stated in terms 
of percentage. 

(10) “Dressed carcass" means a hog 
carcass dressed in accordance with nor¬ 
mal trade custom, with the leaf fat and 
kidney out, the jowls on, the hams faced, 
and the head off. 

(11) "Conversion weight" means the 
dressed weight equivalent of pork, de¬ 
termined as prescribed in paragraph (e) 
hereof. 

(12) "Live weight”, with reference to 
each week’s slaughter of hogs, means the 
total live weight of all hogs purcHased 
for slaughter each. week, determined 
from scale tickets issued at the time of 
purchase, less the weight of hogs con¬ 
demned during the same week converted 
to a live weight basis. 

(13) “Person" means any individual, 
partnership, association, business trust, 
corporation, or any organized group of 
persons whether incorporated or not. 

(14) “Director" means the Director of 
Marketing Services. War Food Adminis¬ 
tration. 

(15) Any term not defined herein shall 
have the meaning set forth for such term 
in War Food Order No. 75, as amended. 
supra. 

(b) Purpose of this order. This order 
is intended to provide for the procure¬ 
ment by governmental agencies, author¬ 
ized purchasers, contract schools, marine 
hospitals, maritime academies, and ship 
suppliers, of dressed pork and pork prod¬ 
ucts in an amount equal to the following 
percentages of the aggregate total of the 
live weight of hogs purchased for 
slaughter by slaughterers subject to the 
provisions of this order:

(c) Slaughterers affected; set aside 
requirements. The provisions of this 
order shall apply to the following 
slaughterers: 

All federaUy inspected slaughterers; 

Every slaughterer whose hogs are slaugh¬ 
tered in an establishment operated under 
Federal insjpectlon. 

No slaughterer subject to the provi¬ 
sions of this order shall deliver meat un¬ 
less he shall set aside, reserve, and hold 
for delivery to governmental agencies, 
authorized purchasers, contract schools, 
marine hospitals, maritime academies, 


and ship suppliers, in the form of dressed 
pork and pork products, such percent¬ 
ages as the Director may determine, In 
accordance with the provisions of para¬ 
graph (d) hereof, of the total live weight 
of each week’s slaughter of hogs. 

(d) Determination of percentages. 
The specific percentage of each dressed 
pork cut or dressed pork product which 
any slaughterer shall be required to set 
aside under this order shall be propor¬ 
tional to and graduated In accordance 
with the current rate of slaughter of 
such slaughterer, except in the case of 
lard, with the result that a greater pro¬ 
portion of Government requirements 
will be drawn from those slaughterers 
who are slaughtering more, with refer¬ 
ence to the base period, than their nor¬ 
mal volume of hogs. Determination of 
such percentages will be made by the 
Director at periodic Intervals. All 
dressed pork cuts and dressed pork prod¬ 
ucts set aside under this order shall be 
prepared in accordance with specifica¬ 
tions established by governmental 
agencies. Such specifications may be 
obtained by application addressed to the 
Order Administrator. 

(e) Conversion weight. (1) The con¬ 
version weight of all deliveries of pork 
and the conversion weight of carcasses 
and of cuts and trimmings derived there¬ 
from ‘and of pork products procured 
therefrom, shall be determined by mul¬ 
tiplying the weight thereof by the ap¬ 
propriate conversion factor set forth be¬ 
low:

The term “boned" describes cuts from 
which 50 percent or more of the bone, 
by weight, has been removed by the 
process of boning, and the term "not 
boned" describes cuts from which none 
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or less than 50 percent of the bone, by 
weight, has been removed, and primal 
cuts which contain no bone. 

(2) The conversion weight of pork of 
any type used in the preparation of sau¬ 
sage. or in the preparation of canned 
meat, or any other meat product not 
specified above, shall be computed by de¬ 
termining, on the basis of the manufac¬ 
turing formula, the net weight of the 
pork used in such processing, and multi¬ 
plying such net weight by the applica¬ 
ble conversion factor set forth above for 
such type of pork. The net weight of 
pork which is cooked and used In the 
preparation of canned meat not speci¬ 
fied above shall be the weight thereof 
before cooking. 

(f) Credits allowed on deliveries. Sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of paragraph (g) 
hereof, any set aside pork delivered to a 
governmental agency, authorized pur¬ 
chaser, contract school, marine hospital, 
maritime academy, or ship supplier may 
be credited against the set aside re¬ 
quirements of this order for pork or pork 
products of the type and grade so de¬ 
livered. 

(g) Certificates. No set aside pork 
shall be delivered to any authorized pur¬ 
chaser, and no credit shall be allowed for 
any such delivery unless, within 10 days 
after delivery, the slaughterer obtains a 
certificate signed by the authorized pur- 
cha.ser. acknowledging receipt of the pork 
and containing the following: the name 
and address of both parties and the date 
of delivery; the contract number of the 
contract between the authorized pur¬ 
chaser and the governmental agency; 
and a statement by the authorized pur¬ 
chaser that the set aside pork so de¬ 
livered, or an equivalent amount of set 
aside pork, will be or has been used in the 
fulfillment of such contract. The 
slaughterer shall endorse on such certifi¬ 
cate the conversion weight of such pork, 
together with a description permitting 
conversion in accordance with paragraph 
(e) hereof, liie slaughterer and the au¬ 
thorized purchaser shall each retain an 
original of such certificate for at least 
two years, and shall submit the same to 
the Director upon request. All state¬ 
ments contained in or accompanying 
such certificates shall be deemed repre¬ 
sentations to an agency of the United 
States. No person shall be entitled to 
rely upon any such certificate if he 
know's or has reasonable cause to believe 
it to be false. 

(h) Specifications; storage; package 

ing. All pork and pork products re¬ 
quired to be set aside, reserved, and held 
under this order shall he stored in such 
a manner as to maintain the quality 
thereof and shall be prepared and pack¬ 
aged in accordance with specifications of 
the governmental agencies to whom de¬ 
livered, V— 

(i) Authorized purchasers required to 
vcdeliver. Each authorized purchaser 
who receives set aside pork under the 
provisions of this order shall deliver all 
such pork, or an equivalent amount of 
the same kind and type of set aside pork, 
to a governmental agency, contract 
school, marine hospital, maritime acad¬ 
emy. or ship supplier. 


(J) Allocations. The Director may, by 
general order or written notice to indi¬ 
vidual slaughterers, order the allocation 
of pork set aside under this order to or 
among specific governmental agencies, 
authorized purchasers, contract schools, 
marine hospitals, maritime academies, or 
ship suppliers. In making such alloca¬ 
tions. the Director or the Order Adminis¬ 
trator may specify the stage of process¬ 
ing (fresh, frozen, cured, smoked, or 
canned), and the weight ranges of all set 
aside pork so allocated. Such specifica¬ 
tions shall be in addition to the specifica¬ 
tions mentioned in paragraph (d) hereof. 
In the absence of such allocation, slaugh¬ 
terers may, subject to paragraph (g) 
hereof, sell pork so set aside to any such 
person or agency. 

(k) Existing contracts. The provisions 
of this order shall not be construed as 
reducing the amount of meat which any 
slaughterer is required to offer or to de¬ 
liver under any existing contract with a 
governmental agency, as defined herein, 
or with the United States Maritime Com¬ 
mission. 

(l) Records and reports. (1) Every 
federally inspected slaughterer shall re¬ 
port to the Director concerning his pro¬ 
duction of and transactions In pork and 
pork products, including lard. Such re¬ 
ports shall be made at such times and 
upon such forms as the Director may 
require, and shall be subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the Bureau of the Budget in 
accordance with the Federal Reports Act 
of 1942. 

(2) Every federally inspected slaugh¬ 
terer shall keep such records with re¬ 
spect to inter or intra plant transactions 
as may be required by the Order Ad¬ 
ministrator. 

(m) Audits and inspections. The Di¬ 
rector shall be entitled to make such 
audit or inspection of the books, records, 
and other writings, premises, supplies of 
livestock or stocks of meat of any per¬ 
son. and to make such investigations as 
may be necessary or appropriate, in his 
discretion, to the enforcement or ad¬ 
ministration of the provisions of this 
order. 

(n) Petition for relief from hardship. 
Any person affected by this order who 
considers that compliance herewith 
would work an exceptional or unreason¬ 
able hardship on him may file a petition 
for relief with the Order Administrator, 
Petitions shall be in writing and shall set 
forth all pertinent facts and the nature 
of the relief sought. The Order Adminis¬ 
trator may take any action with refer¬ 
ence to such petition which is consistent 
with the authority delegated to him by 
the Director. If the petitioner is dis¬ 
satisfied with the action taken by the 
Order Administrator, he may. by a re¬ 
quest addressed to the Order Adminis¬ 
trator, obtain a review of such action by 
the Director. After said review, the Di¬ 
rector may take such action as he deems 
appropriate, which action shall be final. 

( 0 ) Violations. Any person who vio¬ 
lates any provision of this order may in 
accordance with the applicable proce¬ 
dure. be prohibited from receiving, mak¬ 
ing any deliveries of, or using livestock, 
meat, meat products, or animal fats. 


Any person who wilfully violates any pro¬ 
vision of this order is guilty of a crime 
and may be prosecuted imder any and 
all applicable laws. Civil action may also 
be instituted to enforce any liability or 
duty created by. or to enjoin any viola¬ 
tion of. any provision of this order. 

(p) Communications. All reports re¬ 
quired to be filed hereunder and all com¬ 
munications concerning this order shall, 
unless otherwise provided, be addressed 
to the Order Administrator, War Pood 
Order No. 75-3. Livestock and Meats 
Branch, Office of Marketing Services, 
War Food Administration. 5 South 
Wabash Avenue, Chicago 3, Illinois. 

(q) Territorial scope. This order shall 
apply within the 48 States and*the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. 

(r) Elective date. This order shall 
become effective at 12:01 a. m., e. w. t.. 
June 3,1945. With respect to violations, 
rights accrued, liabilities Incurred, or 
appeals taken, prior to said date, under 
War Food Order No. 75-3, as amended, 
all provisions of said order shall be 
deemed to remain in full force for the 
purpose of sustaining any proper suit, 
action, or other proceeding with respect 
to any such violation, right, liability, or 
appeal.

With respect to each 
entry, withdrawal, or exportation of mer¬ 
chandise, there shall be submitted a list 
or statement showing the name and ad¬ 
dress of the ultimate and every inter¬ 
mediate consignee, consignor, and other 
person having an interest in the mer¬ 
chandise or in the transaction, unless 
such information is set forth in the ap¬ 
propriate customs or other documents. 
If it appears that any such consignee, 
consignor, or other person is named in 
“The Proclaimed List of Certain Blocked 
Nationals,” the entry, withdrawal, or ex¬ 
portation of the merchandise Involved 
shall be permitted only upon presenta¬ 
tion of the original copy of a Treasury 
license authorizing the same. Such orig¬ 
inal copy shall bear a notation in ink by 
the person presenting it showing the de¬ 
scription. quantity, and value of the mer¬ 
chandise. If the license in fact author¬ 
izes the entry, withdrawal, or exporta¬ 
tion, the collector of customs at the port 
where the transaction is to be effected, 
or any authorized subordinate, shall veri¬ 
fy the notation by signing or initialling It 
after first assuring himself that it accu¬ 
rately describes the merchandise that it 
purports to represent. The original copy 
shall thereafter be returned to the per¬ 
son presenting it.

GOVERNMENT ROYALTY OIL 

In the interest of encouraging and 
fostering small business enterprise in 
the oil industry, it is essential that ade¬ 
quate supplies of crude oil be made avail¬ 
able to refiners who do not have access to 
sufficient supplies of to assure continued 
operation of refineries engaged in pro¬ 
viding petroleum products for military or 
necessary civilian uses. To that end, it 
will be the policy of the Department of 
the Interior, upon a satisfactory showing 
in accordance with the procedure here¬ 
inafter prescribed and after reasonable 
notice to its lessees, to take its royalty 
oil in kind pursuant to section 36 of the 
Oil and Gas Leasing Act of February 25. 
1920 (41 Stat. 451. 30 U.S.C. sec. 192). 

1. Refiners unable to purchase in the 
open market an adequate supply of crude 
oil may file an application with the ^c- 
retary of the Interior. Such application, 
w^hlch shall be filed in triplicate, must be 
accompanied by a detailed statement 
containing the following Information: 

(a) The capacity of the refinery and 
the amount, source, and grade of all 
ciiide oil currently available to the ap¬ 
plicant refiner. 

(b) Factual data concerning existing 
refinery commitments, among other 
things indicating precisely to what extent 
the products are either sold under war 
contracts or tend to facilitate the suc¬ 
cessful prosecution of the war. 

(c) The minimum amount and grade of 
additional crude oil needed to meet re- 
toery commitments, the field or fields 
which the refiner believes offer a po¬ 
tential source of crude-oil supply be¬ 
cause of proximity to the refinery, and 
the available transportation facilities 
which the refiner proposes to utilize. 

(d) A tabulation for the preceding 12 
months of the amount (in barrels dally) 


and grade of crude oil refined each 
month, the kind and grade and amount 
of finished products; also an estimate 
of the total refinei-y through-put for the 
next succeeding year- 

2. Upon receipt of such an application, 
a copy .shall be submitted to the Pe¬ 
troleum Administration for War, which 
shall make its recommendations for the 
disposition of the application to the Sec¬ 
retary through the Geological Survey. 

3. If. after considering the recom¬ 
mendations of the appropriate agencies 
of the Department and of the Petroleum 
Administration for War, the Department 
elects to take its royalty crude oil in kind, 
the oil will be advertised for sale at not 
less than the market price or at the 
maximum price established or authorized 
by the Office of Price Administration if 
it is greater. Where two or more iden¬ 
tical bids are received for the same crude 
oil. the Secretary will give due consider¬ 
ation to the factors outlined in para¬ 
graph 1 and award the oil to such bidder 
as he determines would best serve the 
public interest. The Secretary reserves 
the right to reject any or all bids.

Scope 

§ 3133.6 Limitation Order L-240 —(a) 
The purpose of this order. This order 
does two things: First, it limits the 
tonnage of print paper which may be 
used by a publisher in printing a news¬ 
paper. This is called Ills “consumption 
quota”. Second, it limits the tonnage of 
print paper which may be ordered or 
accepted by a newspaper publisher. This 
is called his “delivery quota”. A publish¬ 
er’s consumption quota is on a quarterly 
basis and his delivery quota is on a 
monthly basis. 

Definitions and Explanations 

(b> Newspaper. “Newspaper” means 
any publication generally recognized as 
a newspaper in the newspaper industry, 
regardless of the frequency of issuance. 
Tile term includes all supplements, in¬ 
serts and other printed matter physically 
incorporated into a newspaper or deliv¬ 
ered together with it. 

Where two or more newspapers are 
published by the same publisher, 
whether in the same city or in different 
cities, each newspaper shall operate un¬ 
der a separate consumption quota and 
a separate delivery quota. In computing 
his consumption quota a publisher must 
make separate calculations for morning, 
evening and Sunday editions, but these 
figures must be consolidated into a single 
consumption quota for each newspaper, 
in accordance with the instructions con¬ 
tained in paragraph (k). 

However, morning, evening, Sunday 
and other editions of the same news¬ 
paper shall operate under a single con¬ 
sumption quota and a single delivery 
quota. 

In determining whether a publisher 
issues separate newspapers or separate 
editions of the same newspaper, the 
number and form of the reports filed by 
the publisher with the Audit Bureau of 
Circulations in 1941 will be controlling, 
in the absence of special circumstances. 
Thus, if a publisher in 1941 filed con¬ 
solidated statements with the Audit Bu¬ 
reau of Circulations covering morning, 
evening and Sunday issues, even if these 
issues had different names, different 
formats and different staffs, they will 
ordinarily be considered as a single 
newspaper for the purposes of this order. 
If a publisher in 1941 filed separate 
statements with the Audit Bureau of 
Circulations covering his morning, eve¬ 
ning. Sunday and other publications, 
they will ordinarily be considered as 


separate newspapers for the purposes of 
this order. 

The term “newspaper”, as used in this 
order, does not include “servicemen’s”, 
“overseas”, “pony”, or other condensed 
editions of newspapers which (1) are 
printed by the Army or Navy outside the 
continental United States on print paper 
procured by the Army or Navy, and (2) 
are distributed exclusively to United 
States Armed Forces personnel outside 
the continental United States. A pub¬ 
lisher need not deduct from his con¬ 
sumption quota the print paper used in 
such editions, even though he supplies 
to the Army or Navy the print paper, 
the editorial material, and the mats or 
plates. 

If a publisher is uncertain as to 
whether or not his publication is a news¬ 
paper as defined in this order, he may 
ask the War Production Board for an 
ofiQcial determination. The War Pro¬ 
duction Board may also make this de¬ 
termination upon its own motion. Such 
a determination, issued to the publisher 
in the name of the Recording Secretary 
of the War Production Board, shall be 
conclusive for the purposes of this order, 
unless revoked or modified by the same 
authority. 

(c) Camp papers and free distribution 
publications. Army or Navy camp, 
post, station or unit “newspapers” or 
news sheets generally are not recognized 
as newspapers in the newspaper indus¬ 
try. They .are covered by Order L-241 
(commercial printing). Shopping 
guides, want ad periodicals and publica¬ 
tions in newspaper format distributed 
free or at nominal cost also are not rec¬ 
ognized as newspapers within the mean¬ 
ing of this order and are governed by 
Order L-241, Schedule II. If a publisher 
Issued a free distribution newspaper in 
1941, his consumption quota shall be de¬ 
termined in accordance with Schedule II 
to Order L-241 and that order shall 
govern even if the circulation of the pub¬ 
lication has subsequently been changed 
in whole or in part to a net paid basis. 

(d) Publisher. “Publisher” means a 
person who publishes a newspaper, in¬ 
cluding an individual, partnership, asso¬ 
ciation, business trust, corporation, gov¬ 
ernmental corporation or agency, or any 
organized group of persons whether in¬ 
corporated or not. 

(e) Print paper. “Print paper” 
means any grade, quality, type or basis 
weight of paper used in publishing a 
newspaper. The term includes paper 
reclaimed wholly or partly from printed 
or unprinted waste, as well as paper 
made entirely from virgin fiber. It also 
includes roll wrappers, newsprint used as 
wrappers, identification sheets and labels 
for newspapers, and production waste, 
whether or not this waste is subsequently 
salvaged for other uses. 

(f) Use. All production waste shall be 
Included in the tonnage of print paper 
“used” in printing a newspaper. Transit 
damage shall not be included in a pub¬ 
lisher’s “use” of print paper. A pub¬ 
lisher may determine the dates on which 
paper is “used” under this order either 
on the basis of the dates when the paper 
is actually printed or the dates appearing 
on the respective issues of the newspaper, 
provided he continues to use the same 
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method which he used in computing his 
1941 base tonnages. 

(g) Net paid circulation, '"Net paid 
circulation'' means the number of copies 
of a newspaper which have been sold (ex¬ 
clusive of bulk sales), as audited by the 
Audit Bureau of Circulations or (in the 
case of newspapers which are not mem¬ 
bers of the Audit Bureau of (hrculations) 
as verified in accordance with the stand¬ 
ards of the Audit Bureau of Circulations 
of January 1. 1942. 

(h) Inventory. “Inventory” means 
all the print paper which is owned by a 
publisher or is available for his use. It 
includes the print paper which he has on 
hand, in storage, and in transit and 
paper held for his use by a paper mer¬ 
chant. warehouseman or other person, 
regardless of its physical location. ' How¬ 
ever. it does not Include print paper 
shipped by water and held in warehouse 
by a paper manufacturer or merchant 
as part of the inventory of the manu¬ 
facturer or merchant; such paper does 
not become part of a publisher's inven¬ 
tory until it is delivered to him, 

(i) Transfer of quotas — (1) Quotas es¬ 
tablished by different orders. Quotas 
provided by one War Production Board 
order may not be used for the purposes 
set forth in any other order. Thus, for 
example, a publisher may not use for the 
printing of a newspaper any part of a 
consumption quota established under 
Orders Lr-'241 (commercial printing), 
Lr-244 (magazines) or Lr-245 - (books) and 
he may not permit any part of his con¬ 
sumption quota established under this 
order to be used for commercial printing, 
magazines or books. If a newspaper 
publisher also conducts a job printing 
business, he must keep these two opera¬ 
tions separate for quota purposes. The 
amount of print paper which he is per¬ 
mitted to consume and the amount which 
he is permitted to order or accept for the 
publication of his newspaper is limited 
by this order. The amount of print 
paper which he is permitted to consume 
and the amount which he is permitted to 
accept for liis commercial printing busi¬ 
ness is limited by Order L-241. 

(2) Transfer of quotas to different 
persons. The rules governing the as¬ 
signability of quotas are set forth in Pri¬ 
orities Regulation 7a. 

Consumption Quota 

(j) Allowable consumption. In the 
first quarter of 1944, and in each calen¬ 
dar quarter after that, no publisher may 
use or cause to be used, in the publica¬ 
tion of a newspaper, print paper in ex¬ 
cess of: 

( 1 ) His quarterly consumption quota, 
which shall be computed in accordance 
with the instructions set forth In para¬ 
graph (k) or (m) plus 

(2) Any less-than-quota savings car¬ 
ried over from previous calendar quar¬ 
ters. as provided in paragraph ( 1 ). plus 

(3) Ex-quota tonnage, if any, which 
may have been granted on appeal for 
consumption in that quarter. 

(k) Computation of consumption 
quota —(1) Base tonnages. Ascertain, 
separately, the tonnage of print paper 
comprising the net paid circulation of 
morning, evening, Sunday or other Issues 
of the newspaper in the corresponding 


quarter of 1941. Add 3 per cent to each 
figure. (This 3 per cent is an arbitrary 
allowance to compensate for production 
waste and should be added whether the 
actual production waste in 1941 was 
greater or less than 3 per cent). These 
are the “base tonnages” for morning, 
evening, Sunday or other issues of the 
newspaper, which shall be adjusted in 
accordance with Instructions 2, 3, and 4. 

(2) Circulation increase. Ascertain, 
separately, the percentage Increase or 
decrease in average net paid circulation 
of morning, evening, Sunday or other 
Issues of the newspaper in the calendar 
year 1942 as compared with the calendar 
year 1941. (The average net paid circu¬ 
lation for each year shall be determined 
by adding together the average net paid 
circulation for each of the four quarters 
of the year and dividing by four). 

(3) Tonnage equivalent of circulation 
increase. Apply, separately, the respec¬ 
tive percentages of circulation increase 
or'decrease determined under instruc¬ 
tion number 2 to the respective base 
tonnages determined under Instruction 
number 1 for morning, evening. Sunday 
or other Issues of the newspaper. 

(4) Adjustment of base tonnages. 
Adjust the respective base tonnages de¬ 
termined under Instruction number 1 by 
adding or subtracting the number of tons 
represented by the percentage circula¬ 
tion gain or loss determined under in¬ 
struction number 3. 

(5) Total adjusted base tonnage. 
Total the respective base tonnages for 
morning, evening, Sunday or other is¬ 
sues of the newspaper determined under 
instruction number 1. Total the respec¬ 
tive adjusted base tonnages for morning, 
evening, Sunday, or other issues of the 
newspaper determined under instruc¬ 
tion number 4. The larger of these two 
totals is the publisher's “total adjusted 
base tonnage” from which the required 
reductions shall be applied. 

( 6 ) Sliding scale of reductions. Re¬ 
duce the total adjusted base tonnage by 
the following sliding scale of percentage 
cuts: 

(1) Deduct 4% of the amount over 25 tone 
but not over 125 tons. 

(it) Deduct 8% of the amount over 125 
tons but not over 250 tons. 

(Ill) Deduct 12% of the amount over 250 
tons but not over 500 tons. 

(Iv) Deduct 20% of the amount over 600 
tons but not over 1000 tons. 

(v) Deduct 24% of the amount over 1000 
tons. 

(7) Consumption quota. The balance 
remaining after subtraction of the above 
reductions from the total adjusted base 
tonnage determined under instruction 
number 5 is the publisher’s consumption 
quota for the quarter. 

( 8 ) Adjustment for print paper lighter 
than 32-pound basis weight. Beginning 
July 1. 1944. if a publisher orders print 
paper lighter than 32-pound basis weight, 
his consumption quota for the current 
calendar quarter shall be reduced pro¬ 
portionately as follows: First, determine 
the percentage by which 32-pound paper 
exceeds such lighter paper in weight. 
Second, multiply the tonnage of lighter 
paper so ordered by this percentage. 
Third, subtract the result from the pub¬ 
lisher's consumption quota. For ex¬ 


ample, if a publisher has a consumption 
quota of 200 tons and orders 100 tons 
of 30-pound basis weight paper, his con¬ 
sumption quota shall be reduced by 6 ^ 3 , 
tons, since 32-pound paper is 6 %% 
heavier than 30-pound paper. 

(9) Fourteenth Sunday in third quar- 
ter of 19 45. Inasmuch as there are 1 4 

Sundaj^ and 78 w eekdays in the third 
quarter of 194 5, compared with 13 Sun ¬ 

days and 79 ^w eekdays in the third quar- 
t5^^f 1941 and 1944, the publisher of a 

dall y andTSunday new spa per may in¬ 

case his consumption quota in the 
third quarter of 1945 by the ex cess of his 

aver^ Sunday use of print pa per in ^e 
third quarter of 1944 over his avera ge 
^ekday use of print paper in the third 
quarrter~of 1944. The publisher of a 

newspaper issued only on Sundays may 

increase his consump tion quota in the 

third quarter of 1945 by on e-thirt eenth 
of Ills allowable use of print paper in t he 
third quarter of 1944. No publisher may 

increase his delivery quota because of 

an y additional tonnage he may use for 

The f ourteenth Sunday in the third quar- 
ter of 1945. 

Viy~Cdrry-over. If a publisher uses 
less print paper than he is permitted to 
use in the fourth quarter of 1943, or in 
any calendar quarter after that, he may 
add this tonnage to his consumption 
quota but not to his delivery quota, in 
any succeeding quarter. This para¬ 
graph does not apply to the print paper 
which a publisher is permitted to use 
under paragraph (m) ( 2 ). 

(m) Consumption quotas for certain 
types of newspapers. Excepted from the 
provisions of paragraph (k) are certain 
types of newspapers described in this 
paragraph (m), whose consumption 
quotas shall be computed as follows; 

(1) Special types of newspapers. Any 
newspaper containing the equivalent of 
8 standard-size pages or less which is 
authorized to be admitted to the malls as 
second-class matter under the provisions 
of section 521 of the Postal Laws and 
Regulations of 1940 (Title 39, U. S. C., 
sec. 229) pertaining to the publications 
of benevolent, fraternal, trades-union, 
professional, literary, historical, and sci¬ 
entific organizations and societies shall 
have a consumption quota of print paper 
in any calendar quarter equal to either: 

(i) Its quarterly consumption of print 
paper in any one of the first three calen¬ 
dar quarters of 1944; or 

(ii) Its consumption of print paper in 
the corresponding calendar quarter of 
1943. If the publisher selects this latter 
method in any calendar quarter, he may 
increase his consumption quota in that 
quarter by that percentage by which the 
average number of copies per issue in the 
third quarter of 1944 exceeds the average 
number of copies per issue in the corre¬ 
sponding calendar quarter of 1943. For 
example, if a newspaper’s consumption 
of print paper in the first quarter of 1943 
was 5 tons with an average press-run in 
that quarter of 5,000 copies per issue, and 
its average press-run in the third quar¬ 
ter of 1944 was 6,250 copies per Issue, his 
consumption quota for the first calendar 
quarter of 1945 is 6!4 tons. 
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(2) Small newspapers. Any person 
may use or cause to be used in the publi¬ 
cation of a newspaper during any calen¬ 
dar quarter a tonnage of print paper 
equal to VA tons multiplied by the num¬ 
ber of days per week on which the news¬ 
paper is published. For example, any 
person may use IV 4 tons of print paper 
per calendar quarter for the publication 
of a weekly newspaper, 2 V 2 tons per cal¬ 
endar quarter for the publication of a 
semi-weekly newspaper, etc. It makes 
no difference whether he used that much 
paper, or any paper, in the publication 
of a newspaper during any previous 
period. 

(3) Other newspapers using less than 
25 tons per quarter. If, prior to October 
1, 1944, a publisher used less than 25 
tons of print paper per calendar quarter 
for civilian readers (whether or not he 
used additional paper for military read¬ 
ers), his total quarterly consumption 
quota for aU types of readers shall be 
computed as follows: 

(1) Ascertain the total number of 
copies of all issues printed in each of the 
seven calendar quarters between January 
1, 1943 and September 30, 1944. 

(ii) Ascertain the average number of 
pages per issue printed in each of the 
seven calendar quarters between Janu¬ 
ary 1. 1943 and September 30, 1944. 

(iii) Multiply the highest quarterly 
figure determined under subdivision (i) 
by the highest quarterly figure deter¬ 
mined under subdivision (ii). The 
weight of paper required to produce this 
number of pages is the publisher’s quar¬ 
terly consumption quota: Provided, how^ 
ever. That if this figure is in excess of 
25 tons, the publisher shall be limited 
to 25 tons per quarter plus the tonnage 
in excess of 25 tons which he used for 
military circulation in the third quarter 
of 1944. 

(n) Allotment to Army and Navy, (1) 
The War Production Board may from 
time to time allot to the Army and the 
Navy a specified tonnage of paper to be 
consumed in printing “servicemen’s’', 
“overseas”, “pony”, or other condensed 
editions of newspapers which will be 
furnished to United States Armed Forces 
personnel overseas. 

(2) From this allotment the Army and 
the Navy, under a delegation of author¬ 
ity from the War Production Board, may 
grant to individual publishers the right 
to add to their consumption quotas the 
tonnage of paper consumed in such edi¬ 
tions acquired by the Army and the Navy 
for distribution outside the continental 
limits of the United States. This allot¬ 
ment does not cover purchases of news¬ 
papers by military exchanges or serv¬ 
ice departments as defined in Priorities 
Regulation 17 for distribution within the 
continental limits of the United States. 
All newspapers sold to the military shall 
be charged against the publisher’s con¬ 
sumption quota unless the publisher has 
received a specific grant from the Army 
or the Navy pui’suant to this paragraph. 

Delivery Quota 

( 0 ) Computation of delivery quota. 
In June 1945, and in each calendar 
month after that, no publisher may order 
or accept delivery of print paper in ex¬ 


cess of his monthly delivery quota, which 
shall be computed in accordance with the 
following instructions: 

(1) Monthly base. Total the publish¬ 
er’s consumption quotas for the first a nd 
second quarters of 1945 and add the ex¬ 
quota tonnage, if any, which may have 
been granted on appeal for the first 
quarter of 1945. Divide by 6 . A d d V 3 of 
the exquota tonnage, if any, which may 
have been granted o n ap peal for the sec- 
ond quarter of 1945. (Do not add any 
carry-over from preceding quarters.) 

(2) Inventory ceiling. The above 
amount shall be reduced accordingly if 
a publisher’s inventory is, or by virtue of 
such order or acceptance will become, 
on June 30, 1945, greater than: (i) ^ 
days* supply for publishers in the states 
named in List A, (ii) 5C days* supply for 
publishers in the states named in List B, 
or (iii) 60 tons for publishers who would 
be limited to a smaller amount by sub¬ 
division (i) or (ii) above.

(3) Exclusions, In computing the 
maximum tonnage which a publisher 
may have in his inventory, he shall ex¬ 
clude any less-than-quota savings under 
his consumption quota carried over from 
previous quarters. He shall also exclude 
print paper which he has received by 
Great Lakes or coastal water-borne ship¬ 
ments; provided on May 1 of any calen¬ 
dar year he shall have on hand or avail¬ 
able for use not more than (1) a^ days' 
supply if he is located in one of the states 
rihmed on List A above, or (li) more than 
a ^ days' supply if he is located in one 
of the states named in List B above and 
provided further that no publisher may 
order or accept delivery of a total amount 
of print paper by water, rail or otherwise 
in any calendar year (including both the 
open and closed navigation seasons) in 
excess of his delivery quota for that cal¬ 
endar year. 

(4) Computation of rate of consump^ 
tion. The number of days* supply shall 
be computed at the average dally rate of 
allowable consumption for the first six 
months of 1944. 


(5) Fractional carloads. If a pub¬ 
lisher’s delivery quota for any month is 
less than one carload, he may neverthe¬ 
less order and accept, in that month, up 
to one full carload. If a publisher’s de¬ 
livery quota for any month is a whole 
number of carloads plus a fraction of 
another carload, the fraction may be 
added to his delivery quota for any suc¬ 
ceeding month. 

(6) Transit damage. If print paper in 
inventory is destroyed or damaged to 
such an extent that it becomes unusable 
in publishing his newspaper, whether this 
occurs while the paper is in transit or 
after it has reached its destination, the 
publisher may increase his delivery 
quota (but not his consumption quota) in 
the same or any subsequent month by 
an amount sufficient to replace such 
paper. It is immaterial whether or not 
the publisher is reimbursed for the de¬ 
stroyed or damaged paper by the ship¬ 
per, the carrier, or an insurance com¬ 
pany. It is also immaterial whether or 
not the publisher salvages all or part of 
the damaged paper for use other than 
in publishing his newspaper. 

(7) Report on transit damage. Any 
publisher who increases his delivery 
quota to replace destroyed or damaged 
print paper in accordance with subpara¬ 
graph 6 above shall, within 15 days after 
placing the order for such replacement, 
file a letter with the War Production 
Board stating the number of tons com¬ 
prising the publisher’s delivery quota for 
that month, the number of tons destroyed 
or damaged, the manner in which such 
print paper was rendered unfit for use in 
publishing his newspaper, and the num¬ 
ber of tons ordered in excess of his de¬ 
livery quota. This reporting requirement 
has been approved by the Bureau of the 
Budget in accordance with the Federal 
Reports Act of 1942. 

(p) Exceptions, Permission to order 
or accept delivery of print paper in ex¬ 
cess of the tonnage allowed under para¬ 
graph ( 0 ) may be granted by the War 
Production Board upon a written request 
for specific authorization stating the 
number of tons and the number of days* 
supply of print paper which the pub¬ 
lisher has in inventory, the number of 
tons comprising his delivery quota, the 
number of additional tons he desires to 
order and accept, and the reasons why 
the denial of the request would create 
undue hardship. 

(q) Certification, No mill or other 
supplier may sell or deliver to any person, 
and no person may accept, any print 
paper for use under Order L-240 except 
on a delivery order bearing or accom¬ 
panied by a certification substantially in 
the form set forth below. This certifica¬ 
tion must be signed manually or as pro¬ 
vided in Priorities Regulation No. 7 by 
the purchaser or by an official duly au¬ 
thorized for such purpose: 

The undersigned certifies, subject to the 
penalties of section 35 (a) of the U. 8. C?rlm- 
Inal Ck)de, to the seller and to the War Pro¬ 
duction Board: (a) that he is permitted to 
place this delivery order and to accept the 
print paper ordered: (b) that the print paper 
will be used or delivered, or that It is re¬ 
quired to replace in Inventory print paper 
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previously used or delivered, under War Pro¬ 
duction Board Order Lr-240. 

The above certification must be placed 
on, or must accompany, each delivery or¬ 
der placed by any person for print paper 
to be used under Order L-240, and the 
certification provided for in Priorities 
Regulation No. 7 may not be used in its 
place. 

(r) Copies of orders. On and after 
March 1, 1944, the publisher of every 
newspaper which consumes 25 tons of 
print paper or more in any calendar 
quarter shall file with the War Produc¬ 
tion Board copies of all orders for the 
delivery of print paper placed by him or 
for his account. Such copies must be 
mailed within three days after the or¬ 
ders are placed. On or before March 15, 
1944, every such publisher shall mall to 
the War Production Board copies of all 
orders for the deUvery of print paper 
placed by him or for his account since 
January 1,1944. This reporting require¬ 
ment has been approved by the Bureau 
of the Budget in accordance with the 
Federal Reports Act of 1942. 

(s) Intra-company transfers. The 
foregoing restrictions apply not only to 
deliveries from one person to another, 
including affiliates and subsidiaries, but 
also to deliveries from one branch, di¬ 
vision, or section of a single enterprise 
to another branch, division, or section 
of the same or any other enterprise under 
common ownership or control. 

Miscellaneous Provisions 

(t) Loans of print paper. Any loan 
of print paper made by a publisher shall 
be reported to the War Production Board 
by letter within 15 days after the date 
of the loan. This reporting requirement 
has been approved by the Bureau of the 
Budget in accordance with the Federal 
Reports Act of 1942. 

(u) Applicability of regulations. This 
order and all transactions affected by it 
are subject to all present and future reg- 
ulations of the War Production Board. 

(v) Appeals. Any appeal from the 
provisions of this order shall be made in 
accordance with Supplement 1 to the or¬ 
der. Regardless of the provisions of Pri¬ 
orities Regulation 16 no statement with 
respect to manpower information on 
Form WPB-3820 (or letter explaining 
why that form is not filed) need accom¬ 
pany any appeal. 

(w) Communications to the War Pro¬ 
duction Board. All reports required to 
be filed hereunder, requests for specific 
authorization, appeals and other com¬ 
munications concerning this order shall 
be addressed to: War Production Board, 
Printing and Publishing Division, Wash¬ 
ington 25, D. C. Ref: L-240. 

(X) Violations. Any person who wil¬ 
fully violates any provision of this order, 
or who, in connection with this order, 
wilfully conceals a material fact or fur¬ 
nishes false information to any depart¬ 
ment or agency of the United States is 
guilty of a crime, and upon conviction 
may be punished by fine or imprison¬ 
ment. In addition, any such person may 
be prohibited from making or obtaining 
further deliveries of, or from processing 
or using, material under priority control 


and may be deprived of priorities assist¬ 
ance.

TRANSIT DAMAGE 

Paragraph (I) of Order L-240 states in 
part: “Transit damage shall not be Included 
in a publisher's *use* of print paper.*’ This 
provision which was inserted in the order on 
December 24,1943, merely explained, and did 
not change, the existing rule. 

At all times since the Issuance of Order 
L-240 on December 31, 1942, a publisher has 
been obliged to charge against his consump¬ 
tion quota only the print paper which was 
actually ''used” in publishing hla newspaper; 
print paper which was destroyed or damaged 
In transit need not be charged against the 
publisher’s consumption quota to the extent 
that such print paper was rendered unusable 
in the publication of his newspaper. How¬ 
ever, at all times since the Issuance of Order 
L-240 on December 31,1342. production waste 
has been Included in the tonnage of print 
paper which is “used” In publishing a news¬ 
paper. (Issued Oct. 30, 1944.)

Part 3175— ^Regulations Appucable to 
THE Controlled Materials Plan 

[CMP Reg. 1, Direction 71] 

OPERATIONS OF STEEL PRODUCERS AFTER JULY 
1, 1945 

The following direction is issued pur¬ 
suant to Controlled Materials Plan Reg. 
1 : 

(a) General. The amendment to CMP 
Regulation 1, dated May 10. 1945, defines 
unrated orders and authorizes their accept¬ 
ance by producers for delivery of steel July 
1 and later. Priorities Regulation No. 27. 
also dated May 10, 1945, tells how a small 
manufacturer may purchase steel by the use 
of the 21-3 allotment symbol. Orders placed 
with the Z-3 allotment symbol are author¬ 
ized controlled material orders and are 
handled in accordance with Direction 54 to 
CMP Regulation 1. These changes In War 
Production Board regulations necessitate 
certain changes In the rules applicable to 
operations of producers, which are outlined 
below. 

(b) Steel for further conversion. (1) Ef¬ 
fective July 1, 1945, a producer may use the 
symbol PC-1 only to replace steel of the 
same product group listed in Schedule 1 that 
was used as conversion material to fiU au¬ 
thorized controlled material orders, excluding 
orders bearing the Z-3 allotment s 5 rmbol. A 
producer may use the allotment symbol FCZ 
to obtain conversion material of the same 
product group listed in Schedule 1 needed 
to fill orders bearing the Z-3 allotment 
symbol. Orders placed with the allotment 
symbol FCZ are deferrable authorized con¬ 
trolled material orders and must be handled 
in accordance with Direction 54 to CMP 
Regulation No. 1. A producer must use the 
allotment symbol PCN to order steel on an 
unrated basis as conversion material to dll 
unrated orders. 


(2) Cancellation of FC allotments. The 
War Production Board will no longer IssUs 
PC allotments to steel producers not operat¬ 
ing under production directives for steel fdt 
further conversion as the result of applicav 
tions received on Form CMP-4B under CMP 
Regulation 8 and all such allotments for the 
third calendar quarter of 1945 and thereafter 
are hereby cancelled. 

(3) Producers not under production direc¬ 
tives. A producer not operating under pro¬ 
duction directives may use the PC-1 allot¬ 
ment symbol to replace conversion material 
used in filling authorized controlled material 
orders as follows: 

For delivery during the month of July. 
1945. a producer may .use the FC-1 allotment 
symbol to place orders for carbon and alloy 
steel interchangeably for further conversion 
equal to the tonnage procured from other 
producers by extension of the PC symbol and 
used by him In filling authorized controlled 
material orders shipped by him in April. 
Similarly, August purchase authorizations 
may be equal to the tonnage used In filling 
authorized controlled material orders shipped 
in May. The same sequence shall be followed 
for future months: that is. conversion ma¬ 
terial used for filling authorized controlled 
material orders for the third Prior month 
constitute purchase authority to place 
‘TC-1’’ orders in any one month. In de¬ 
termining the tonnage to be replaced by the 
use of the PC-1 allotment, orders bearing 
allotment symbol 21-3 shall not be considered 
as authorized controlled material orders. 
Conversion steel needed to fill orders bearing 
the allotment symbol Z-3 may be obtained 
through the use of the allotment symbul 
PCZ. 

(4) Producers under production directives. 
The production directives under which cer¬ 
tain producers operate will be adjusted to 
reflect only the order load of authorized con¬ 
trolled material orders. To the extent re¬ 
quired to meet their order book pattern of 
authorized controlled material orders (e.x- 
cluding orders bearing the Z-3 allotment 
symbol) producers will be given specific al¬ 
locations of steel for further conversion on 
Series B allocations. Form GA-193, which 
authorizes the use of 83 hnbol PC-1. Since 
Z-3 allotments are deferrable. F]C-1 alloca¬ 
tions will not Include tonnage to fill such 
orders. Producers will receive instructions 
how to show In report form WPB-2848 the 
extent to which Z-3 orders are included In 
their order acceptance records. (PC-1 alloca¬ 
tions will accordingly he adjusted by that 
amount.) A producer may use the allotment 
symbol PCZ to obtain conversion material 
needed to fill an order bearing a Z-3 allot¬ 
ment symbol. 

When the supply-demaud situation Indi¬ 
cates production directives on a specific 
product may be eliminated. FC-1 Allocations 
for that product will be cancelled and the 
producer now obtaining conversion steel 
through allocation will thereafter operate in 
the same manner as other producers under 
paragraph (b) (3). 

(6) An order with the FC-1 symbol is an 
authorized controlled material order and 
must be accepted as required by CMP Regu¬ 
lation 1, A producer receiving any "Purthcr 
conversion” order must report it under the 
appropriate FC symbol on his WPB-2633 re¬ 
port of shipments. When resold by the pur¬ 
chasing producer, the material must be re¬ 
corded on his WPB-2633 reports of shipments 
under the appropriate allotment symbol fur¬ 
nished by his customer. The material will 
be considered as part of the production of 
both producers. An order placed pursuant to 
an allocation on Form GA-193 must be en¬ 
dorsed In accordance with instructions on 
that form. 

(c) Warehouse load directives. Most ware¬ 
houses load directives will continue In effect 
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at least \mtll September 30, and producers 
may. pursuant to Direction 3 to Order M-21. 
accept unrated orders as well as authorized 
stock replacement orders within the load di¬ 
rective. However, the producer must remove 
unrated orders to make apace available for 
authorized stock replacement orders as re¬ 
ceived. After the expiration date of the space 
reservation, unrated orders accepted from dis¬ 
tributors within the load directive have the 
same status as unrated orders accepted from 
users of steel and must be set back when It 
Is necessary to accept'authorized controlled 
material orders either from warehouses or 
from users of steel. 

(d) Acceptance of orders. (1) All steel 
producers may accept unrated orders without 
limit, but authorized controlled material or¬ 
ders, Including Z-3 and FCZ orders, must be 
accepted in accordance with CMP Regulation 
1. A producer will continue to accept orders 
by month of delivery and fill them In accord¬ 
ance with CMP Regulations. 

(2) Production directives wil be related to 
the available capacity In the case of tight 
items. Should a producer desire to accept 
additional authorized controlled material or¬ 
ders which can be filled in the month re¬ 
quired, he may request the War Production 
Board to increase his production directive. 

(3) It is not permissible for a producer 
to fill unrated orders at the expense of au¬ 
thorized controlled material orders. When 
the demand is heavy for a specific steel prod¬ 
uct a producer must fill authorized con¬ 
trolled material orders to the extent of his 
available capacity and in the case of a pro¬ 
ducer who has a production directive the 
excess demand must be handled on the basis 
of Increases In production directives rather 
than by over-acceptance of orders. 

(e) Orders superseded. This direction 
supersedes paragraph (a) (2) of Direction 6 
to CMP Regulation 1.

Part 3270— Containers 

[Conservation Order M-221. as Amended 
June 1, 19451 

TEXTILE BAGS 

Section 3270.23 Conservation Order 
M-221 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

The fulfillment of requirements for 
the defense of the United States, has 
created a shortage in the supply of new 
and used textile bags for defense, for 
private account and for export, and the 
following order is deemed necessary and 
appropriate in the public interest and to 
promote the national defense. 

§ 3270.23 Conservation Order M~221 — 

(a) What this order does. This order 
places .limitations on the manufacture, 
delivery and use of textile bags. There 
are various restrictions on bag makers, 
such as the requirement of standard 
size bags for packing certain commodi¬ 
ties (paragraph (e)). The bag makers’ 
inventories of cotton textiles are also 
restricted (paragraph (c)). There are 
also various general restrictions on the 
delivery and use of new and used textile 
bags, such as the prohibition against 
converting and delivery of new and used 
textile bags (paragraphs (j) (1) and (j) 

(2)), and the requirement on the users* 


inventories of such bags (paragraphs (k) 
(1) and (k) (2)). There are also spe¬ 
cial restrictions on the use of new tex¬ 
tile bags such as requirements that only 
certain products may be packed in such 
bags (paragraphs (n) and (o)). There 
are also certain special restrictions cov¬ 
ering used textile bags, such as require¬ 
ments on commercial emptiers with re¬ 
spect to the time limit on holding 
empty bags (paragraph (s)). 

(b) Definitions. Wherever used in 
tills order: (1) “Textile bag” means any 
hand or machine sewed bag made for 
commercially packing, storing or ship¬ 
ping some commodity and manufactured 
of cotton, burlap or other textile fabric 
including open mesh fabrics woven from 
cotton or twisted paper yams, but ex¬ 
cepting bags made from fiannel. shop¬ 
ping bags, carry-out bags and combina¬ 
tion textile paper bags (bags made of 
textile laminated with paper). 

(2) “New textile bag” means any tex¬ 
tile bag when neither the fabric nor the 
bag has been previously used. 

(3) “Used textile bag” means any tex¬ 
tile bag when the bag or fabric has been 
previously used. 

(4) “Bag maker” means any person 
engaged in the business of manufactiu*- 
ing new textile bags. 

(5) “Dealer” means any person whose 
principal business is that of buying, 
selling or reconditioning empty textile 
bags. 

<6) “User” means any person who ac¬ 
quired 500 or more empty new or used 
textile bags for use in his business during 
1942 or who acquires such amount dui*- 
ing any subsequent calendar year. 

(7) “Commercial emptier” means any 
person who, in the preceding three 
months, acquired in his business and 
emptied 400 filled textile bags. 

(8) “Export” means any shipment 
from the United States (the 48 states, 
the District of Columbia, the territories, 
the Island possessions of the United 
States and the Panama Canal Zone). 

(9) “Agricultural products” includes, 
but is not Umited to. beans; chocolate; 
coffee; cotton; feed; flour; fruits; grain; 
meal; nuts; potatoes; poultry grits; rice; 
salt; seeds; starch; sugar; tobacco; vege¬ 
tables. 

(10) “Wool bags” mean any new or 
used textile bag made of burlap between 
5^2 and 7^2 feet in length, ordinarily 
used to package wool. Such bag shall 
not be considered a “wool bag” when it is 
no longer capable of carrying any of the 
following: Fleece wools, grease wools, 
pulled wools, scoured wools, noils, wool 
wastes or mohair. 

RESTRICTIONS ON BAG MAKERS 

(c) Inventories of cotton textiles. In 
addition to the restriction on the inven¬ 
tories of cotton textiles in Order M-317. 
no bag maker shall accept delivery of any 
cotton textiles as defined in Order M-317 
which will increase his inventory of such 
cotton textiles to more than his reason¬ 
able requirements for the next 60 days, 
except that whenever such inventory is 
less than a 60-day supply, he may accept 
the minimum delivery customarily re¬ 
quired by his supplier. For the purpose 
of this paragraph, a bag maker shall be 
deemed to “accept delivery’* of such cot¬ 
ton textiles when he either takes legal 


title to such textiles or physical posses¬ 
sion or control of them (whichever event 
occurs first) except that he may exclude 
from his inventory those textiles which 
are in transit to him or in transit to the 
finisher for his account. However, in 
addition to the above inventory restric¬ 
tions. a bag maker’s inventory as defined 
above plus such cotton textiles in transit 
to him or in transit to the finisher for 
his account must not exceed at any time 
his reasonable requirements for the next 
90 days. 

(d) Rules applicable to inventory re^ 
strictions. All bag makers owned or 
controlled directly or indirectly by the 
same person shall be deemed to be a 
single bag maker for the purpose of ap¬ 
plying the inventory restrictions of this 
order. Any bag maker who accepts cot¬ 
ton textiles at more than one plant must 
apply the inventory restrictions of this 
order to the collective operations of all 
its plants. In the . case where a bag 
maker is also engaged in the business of 
manufacturing cotton textiles, the in¬ 
ventory restrictions of this order shall 
apply to such a bag maker as if his 
operations as a bag maker are done by 
a separate person. 

(e) Bag sizes for certain commodities. 
Except for bags to be exported, empty 
or filled, no bag maker shall manufac¬ 
ture any new textile bag designed for 
packing any commodity listed below, ex¬ 
cept in any size of more than 100 lbs., 
or in any of the sizes specified below for 
that commodity.

* “Flour (milled wheat)” means any flour 
product produced by milling wheat, includ¬ 
ing blends of wheat flours and bleached, 
promated, enriched, phosphated, and self- 
rising flours, but excluding durum wheat 
products (semolina), farina, pancake flour, 
and cake flour. 

* These restrictions do not apply to open 
mesh bags used for packing potatoes. 

•Additional sizes are permitted as follows; 
8 lb. or *4 bu. of hybrid seed corn: 3 bu. for 
cotton seed. 

(f) Other •arohibitions on bag mak^ 
ers —(1) Jean^. No bag maker shall iLse 
cotton fabrics known as “Jeans” (CPRB 
Class 16A) for any other purpose than 
for making bags to pack Silica Jel or 
other desiccants. 

(2) False seams. No bag maker sliall 
manufacture any new textile bag in a 
manner that wastes materials, as for ex¬ 
ample, with a false seam that enables the 
bag to be packed with a lesser amount of 
any commodity than the bag would hold 
if there were no false seams. 
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(3) Overstitching. No bag maker 
shall overstitch the raw edges or selvage 
edge of any new cotton textile bag. 

RESTRICTIONS ON DELIVERY OR USE OF NEW 
OR USED TEXTILE BAGS 

(g) Joint responsibility. No person 
shall sell or deliver cotton textiles or new 
or used textile bags which he knows or 
has reason to believe will be accepted or 
used in violation of the terms of this 
order. 

(h) Use of preference rating —(1) 
Bag makers. A bag maker obtains his 
burlap for the manufacture of textile 
bags under the provisions of Order M-47 
which allocates certain quantities of bur¬ 
lap to him, and no preference ratings are 
needed by him for such purchases. A 
bag maker is entitled to a preference rat¬ 
ing of AA-2X for purchasing certain cot¬ 
ton textiles for the manufacture of tex¬ 
tile bags under the provisions of Order 
M-317 and M-317A. 

(2) Users of textile bags. No prefer¬ 
ence rating shall be applied or extended 
to obtain delivery of new or used textile 
bags, except a rating which has been 
specifically assigned for textile bags by 
the Aimy, Navy, Maritime Commission 
or War Shipping Administration (in¬ 
cluding persons who have been specifi¬ 
cally assigned ratings by tlie Maritime 
Commission on Poim WPB-646) for the 
direct or ultimate delivery of such bags 
either filled or empty to them. 

(1) Bags to be fully packed. No user 
(excluding the Army and the Navy) shall 
use a new or used textile bag that is 
larger In size than the bag customarily 
used by the trade for packing the num¬ 
ber of pounds of the commodity that he 
is packing. 

(j) Converting or delivery of bags—(1) 
Converting. No person shall commer¬ 
cially convert any new or used jute, bur¬ 
lap, or cotton textile bag into an article 
for any other use while it has a commer¬ 
cial use as a bag, with or without mend¬ 
ing. 

(2) Delivery. No bag maker, user, 
dealer or commercial emptier shall de¬ 
liver any new or used jute, burlap or 
cotton textile bag, if he knows or has any 
reason to believe that such bags will be 
used for any purpose other than as a 
bag, while such bag has a commercial 
use as a bag, with or without mending. 
This restriction shall not apply to used 
cotton liners. 

(k) Users* inventories —(1) New tex¬ 
tile bags. No user shall accept delivery 
of or have set aside for his account, any 
new textile bags which will increase his 
inventory of new textile bags (including 
those held by otheis for his account as 
well as those he has on hand) to more 
than a practicable minimum working 
inventory for packing the commodities 
which are permitted to be packed in such 
bags by this order. Except in the case 
of bags required by a user for packing a 
seasonal commodity, (whether or not 
produced by him) (see Interpretation lA 
to Priorities Regulation 1) such inven¬ 
tory shall not exceed the aggregate num¬ 
ber of new empty textile bags which will 
be required to carry on his business dur-^ 
ing the next sixty days. 


(2) Used textile bags. No user shall 
accept delivery of, or have set aside for 
his accoimt, any used textile bags which 
will increase his inventory of used textile 
bags (Including those held by others for 
his account as well as those he has on 
hand) to more than a practicable mini¬ 
mum working Inventory for the uses 
which are not prohibited by this order. 
Except in the case of bags required by 
a user for packing a seasonal commodity 
(whether or not produced by him) (see 
Interpretation lA to Priorities Regula¬ 
tion 1) such Inventory shall not exceed 
the aggregate niunber of used empty tex¬ 
tile bags which will be required to carry 
on his biisiness during the next sixty 
days. 

(1) Use of wool bags. Wool bags shall 
be used only for packing or wrapping 
wool or wool products. 

(m) Mohair bags. No user shall use 
any new or used textile bags for packing 
mohair, unless the word “mohair” ap¬ 
pears in legible tjqpe on both sides of the 
bag. 

SPECIAL RESTRICTIONS ON NEW TEXTILE BAGS 

(n) Products permitted for new bur¬ 
lap bags. No person shall use any new 
textile bag made of burlap for packing 
fertilizer, fish meal, fish scrap, tankage, 
meat scraps or for any purpose other 
than the packing of the following per¬ 
mitted products: agricultural products; 
abrasives; crushed oyster shells; meat; 
mohair; petroleum waxes; stearic acid; 
wool or wool products; or chemicals for 
export. These restrictions do not apply 
to surplus new military sand bags which 
may be used to pack any product. Also, 
the above prohibition against using a 
new burlap bag to pack fertilizer shall 
not apply to new burlap textile bags 
which were in process of manufacture on 
or before June 1. 1945. 

(o) Products permitted for, new cotton 
bags and open mesh bags made of cotton 
or twisted paper yam —(1) Permitted 
products. No user shall use any new tex¬ 
tile bag made of cotton or op>en mesh bag 
made of cotton or twisted paper yam for 
packing fish meal, fish scrap, tankage, 
meat scraps, or for any purpose other 
than the packing of the following per¬ 
mitted products: agricultural products; 
abrasives; chemicals; cements; coins; 
currency; fertilizer; glue; gypsum; malt; 
meat; paste; plaster; samples; sand; se¬ 
curities; shell fish; small parts; tire 
chains; or such other uses as may be 
authorized by the War Production Board 
in writing pursuant to paragraph (o) 
(2) below. 

(2) Applications. Applications for 
such a utho rizations should be made on 
Form WPB-1319, which is to be filed in 
accordance with the instructions for its 
use. Applications will be considered only 
on the basis of the essential need for 
new bags, the availability of the supply, 
and the availability of used bags or sub¬ 
stitute containers. The application 
form and the instructions may be ob¬ 
tained at all War Production Board 
ofiBces. 

(p) Certification. No person shall sell 
or deliver any new textile bags in quanti¬ 
ties of over 1,000 unless he has received 


from the purchaser a certificate signed 
manually or as provided in Priorities 
Regulation 7. This certificate shall be 
in substantially the following form, and 
once filed by a purchaser with a supplier 
covers all future deliveries from the sup¬ 
plier to that purchaser: 

The undersigned purchaser certifies, sub¬ 
ject to criminal penalties lor misrepresenta¬ 
tion. that he Is familiar with Order M-221 of 
the War Production’ Board, and that all pur¬ 
chases from you of items regulated by that 
order, and the use of the same by the under¬ 
signed. will be in compliance with the order 
as amended from time to time. 

The standard certificate'provided for 
in paragraph (d) of Priorities Regula¬ 
tion 7 cannot be used in place of the 
above certificate nor may the certificate 
be waived in accordance with paragraph 
(f) of that regulation. 

SPECIAL RESTRICTIONS ON USED TEXTILE BAGS 

(q) Processing jof used bags for sale. 
No dealer, user, or commercial emptier 
shall sell or deliver any used textile bag 
to any person unless the bag has been 
proce.ssed and repaired and all holes, 
Including trier or probe holes, properly 
mended or patched. Nothing in this 
paragraph shall prevent the delivery of 
any bag for the purpose of repair or for 
delivery to the owner. For the purposes 
of this provision, “process” means to 
clean a used textile bag by washing, 
vacuuming, or any other method sufiB- 
cient to prepare the bag for further reuse. 

(r) Emptying bags. No commercial 
emptier shall remove the contents of any 
textile bag except by opening the clos¬ 
ure, unless the contents have become so 
caked or solidified that salvage of the 
bag is not practicable. 

(s) Time-limit on holding empty bags. 
Within 60 days after emptying any num¬ 
ber of textile bags, a commercial emp¬ 
tier shall use, or transfer to dealers or 
users, an equal amount of empty used 
textile bags from his inventory. Such 
disposition may be deferred beyond the 
60-day period in the following cases: 

(1) Seasonal reuse. If the commer¬ 
cial emptier needs the bags for packing a 
seasonal product (whether or not pro¬ 
duced by him), he may retain them imtil 
the product becomes available for pack¬ 
ing. subject, however, to the inventory 
restrictions of paragraph (k) (2) above. 

(2) Carload accumulation. If. in ac¬ 
cordance with his past practice, the com¬ 
mercial emptier wishes to accumulate a 
carload quantity of such bags for return 
to users for further packing of the kind 
of product last packed in them, he may 
retain such bags until he has accumu¬ 
lated a carload quantity. 

GENERAL EXCEPTIONS 

(t) Bags for certain Government 
agencies. The provisions of this order 
(except paragraphs (c). (d), and (h) 
(2)) shall not apply to (1) textile bags 
manufactured to meet the packaging 
specifications of, and for delivery to or for 
the account of the Government agencies 
or persons listed below, or (2) textile bags 
for delivery of a product for the accomit 
of any of the agencies or persons listed 
below, provided the packing specifica- 
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tions call for textile bags, or (3) thejjur- 
chase, acceptance, us 2 or export of tex¬ 
tile bags by these agencies or persons: 
Army. Navy. United States Post OfiBce, 
Federal Reserve System, United States 
Treasury Department, any agency pro¬ 
curing for delivery pursuant to the act of 
Congress of March 11. 1941 entitled ‘‘An 
Act to Promote the Defense of the United 
States’* (Lend-Lease Act), Veterans* Ad¬ 
ministration and Maritime Commission 
or War Shipping Administration of the 
United States (including persons operat¬ 
ing vessels for such Commission or Ad¬ 
ministration for use thereon and other 
persons whose purchase orders bear a 
preference rating for textile bags as¬ 
signed by the Maritime Commission un¬ 
der Form WPB-646 (formerly PD-300) ). 

(u) Export of empty bags. No permis¬ 
sion from the War Production Board is 
necessary to export empty new or used 
textile bags. The War Production 
Board has assigned an export quota to 
the Foreign Economic Administration 
and no person is permitted to export such 
bags to any destination other than Can¬ 
ada unless authorized by the Foreign 
Economic Administration. Application 
for export licenses should be sent to the 
Foreign Economic Administration. Bu¬ 
reau of Supplies, Requirements & Supply 
Branch, Washington 25, D. C. General 
information and instructions for export 
are contained in the Comprehensive Ex¬ 
port Schedule issued by the Foreign Eco¬ 
nomic Administration. 

(V) Exception for mailing bags. The 
provisions of this order (except para¬ 
graphs (c), (d>, (h) (2)) shall not apply 
to any textile bag which is purchased or 
used for commercial shipment of articles 
in the United States mails. In any case 
where a textile bag which was purchased 
for such mailing purposes is not used 
for these purposes, then the use of the 
bag is subject to the provisions of this 
order. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 

(w) Communications, All reports re¬ 
quired to be filed hereunder and all com¬ 
munications concerning this order shall, 
unless otherwise directed, be addressed 
to: War Production Board, Containers 
Division. Washington, D. C., Ref: M-221. 

(aa) Appeals, Appeals from Order 
M-221 shall be filed by addressing a let¬ 
ter to the War Production Board, Con¬ 
tainers Division, Washington 25, D. C. 
Ref: M-221. The letter of appeal need 
not follow any particular form. It 
should state Informally, but completely, 
the particular provision appealed from, 
the precise relief desired, the reasons 
why denial of the appeal would result in 
excessive and individual hardship, and 
such other statistical and narrative in¬ 
formation as may be pertinent. 

(bb) Applicability of regulations. 
This order and all transactions affected 
thereby are subject to all applicable pro¬ 
visions of the regulations of the War 
Production Board, as amended from time 
to time. 

(cc) Budget approval. The applica¬ 
tion and reporting requirements of this 
order have been approved by the Bureau 


of the Budget pursuant to the Federal 
Reports Act of 1942. 

(dd) Violations, Any person who 
wilfully violates any provision of this or¬ 
der or who, in connection with this order, 
wilfully conceals a material fact or fur¬ 
nishes false information to any depart¬ 
ment or agency of the United States is 
guilty of a crime and upon conviction, 
may be punished by fine or imprison¬ 
ment. In addition, any person may be 
prohibited from making or obtaining fur¬ 
ther deliveries of. or from processing or 
using materials under priority control 
and may be deprived of priorities as¬ 
sistance.

METAL INSECT SCREEN CLOTH 

The fulfillment of requirements for the 
defense of the United States has created 
a shortage of materials, facilities, man¬ 
power and transportation for the manu¬ 
facture and delivery of metal insect 
screen cloth for defense, for private ac¬ 
count and for export; and the following 
order is deemed necessary and appropri¬ 
ate in the public interest and to promote 
the national defense: 

§ 3284.26 General Limitation Order 
L-303 —(a) Purpose of the order. Be¬ 
cause of the tremendous demands of the 
military and allied agencies for insect 
screen cloth, the importance of this 
product to the health and welfare of the 
civilian economy, and the inadequacy of 
present production to supply military 
and essential civilian needs, this order 
places certain restrictions on the manu¬ 
facture and distribution of metal insect 
screen cloth. It authorizes the War Pro¬ 
duction Board to schedule deliveries and 
to direct transfers and changes in de¬ 
livery schedules. It also requires metal 
insect screen cloth producers to file 
reports. 

(b) Definitions, For the purpose of 
this order: 

(1) “Metal insect screen cloth** means 
a fabric of woven wire designed and con¬ 
structed primarily for Installation in an 
opening or passageway of a building or 
structure for the purpose of preventing 
the entrance of insects. 

(2) “Producer** means a person who 
weaves metal insect screen cloth. 

(3) “Distributor** means any person 
who buys metal insect screen cloth direct 
from a producer for sale in full rolls or 
cut lengths. 

(4) ^’Screen products** means window 


screens, screen 

doors, 

combination 

storm and screen sash or 

doors. 

(5) “Essential 

civUlan tiers’* means 


any of the following: 


(1) Hos pita ls, nurses* he^h 

centers, asylums or other institutions 
for t he care of the mentally or phy¬ 
sically sick. 

(ii ) Ins tituti ons, other than named 
in (i), public or private Includin g but 
not limited to schools , colleges, libraries, 
welfare establishments a nd churches 
(only for kitchens, dining rooms, sick 
room s, la boratories or toilets) . 

(Jlii) Mil k or food processing plants and 
establishments (only for those pa^s q^f 
the buildings where the processing oc¬ 
curs) . 

(iyq Esta blishments such a s restaur¬ 
ants a n d retail stores where milk or food 
is served or sold . 

(V) P ublic transportation and ut ilit ies 
(only for eating places, toilet r ooms. 
laboratories, switchboard and co ntrol 
rooms and tow ers, an d wo rk cars) . 

(vi) Industrial o peration s (o nly as 
part of the equipment used in th e in- . 
dustrial operations where substitut e ma¬ 
terials cannot be used, for ex ample as a 
strainer or sieve, but not for use as a 
component part of products made in 
such indust rial o pe ratio ns). 

(c) Simplification and standardiza¬ 
tion, (1) No producer shall weave or 
fabricate any steel insect screen cloth 
except in conformity with the type, mesh, 
finish, diameter and widths established 
by Schedule I of this order. 

(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of 
paragraph (c) (1) above, steel insect 
screen cloth may be woven or fabricated 
without conforming to the type, mesh, 
finish, diameter or widths specified in 
Schedule I if such cloth or screen prod¬ 
ucts are required to fill an order actually 
on hand for delivery (i) to or for the ac¬ 
count of an agency or government named 
in § 944.1, paragraph (b) (1) or (b) (2) 
of Priorities Regulation 1, or (ii) under 
an export license issued by the Foreign 
Economic Administration or for the ac¬ 
count of the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration. 

(d) Reports and authorizations —(1) 
Monthly, On or befo re the lOth day of 
eac^ month, e very producer sh all file 
Form WPB-4062. sh owing the^producer’s 
shi pments of metal insect scr een cloth 
during th e preceding month, unfilled or¬ 
ders, tota l orders received a nd the ot her 
data prescribed by th at Fo rm WPB-i 
4 062, in accordance with the instruc¬ 
tions furnish ed with the form . 

(2) Quarterly. For each calendar 
q uarter every producer shall file F orm 

WPB^062_oxi _ or _ before the KHh 

day of the month immediately pre¬ 
ceding the calendar quarter covered by 
the report Form WPB--4062. This form 

sh all be prepared in accordance with the 
I nstructions furnished with it, and after 
this form has been processed by the War 
Production Board a copy will be returned 
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to the producer prior to the 1st d ay o f the 
calendar quarter succeedin g such filing, 
showin g the deliveries he is authorized 
to make. 

(e) Restrictions on delivery by pro¬ 
ducers. (1) No producer shall deliver 
metal insect screen cloth e xcept in ac¬ 
cordance with the deliv e ry schedule 
which the War Production l^ard hasjie- 
termined for him and a uthorized on Form 
WPB^062^ TTiis form will indicate the 
quantitiejTof metal insect screen cloth 
which a producer is authorized to deliver 
on orders for the following classes: 

Orders for the MUitary. bearing the symbol 
W, O, N. C, or M, or the project serial 
number for a Veterans Administration 
project. (See paragraph (h).) 

Orders bearing the symbol E or L. 

Orders bearing the sjrmbol H. 

All other orders bearing WPB symbols or 
pr^erence r atings except those symbols in¬ 
dicating tha t the material to to be used for 
MRO supplies. 

Moreover, no producer shall deliver 
metal insect screen cloth on unrated 
orders. 

(2) Sequence of deliveries by pro¬ 
ducers, All deliveries must be made in 
accordance with Priorities Regulation 1 
except, of course, a producer shall not 
deliver to purchasers in any one of the 
classes referred to in paragraph (e) (1) 
more than the amounts authorized for 
that class on Form WPB-4062. 

(f) Distribution of metal insect screen 
cloth to civilian users. It is the policy 

of the War Production Board to grant 

prioritie s assist a nce to channel metal 

insect screen cioth to essential civil ian 
users as d^ed in paragraph (b) (5). 

in the manner explained below. 

(1) Distnbutors. Distributors may 
use Form WPB - 547. filed in accordanc e 

- Vith instructions on that form. Grant¬ 

ing of preference ratings on WPB-547 
applications for metal Insect screen cloth 

to replenish stock will be subject to the 

available supply^for this purpose. 

Distributors receiving orders from 

essential civilian us ers, either directly or 

indirectly, should list in their applica¬ 

tion the name and address of each essen ^ 
tial civilian user orderi n g one roll or 
more of metal in sect screen cloth, indi¬ 
cating foFeach u s ^he quantity ordered 
or shipped, and the class of essential 

civilian user as defined in paragraph 

(b) (5). 

A distributor may also extend the pref¬ 

erence rating of his customer and may 
further identify his orders by placing 

on them th e appropriate identificatio n 

(such as CMP allotment symbols) which 

appeared on the orders of his customers; 

he must do so when he requests the pro- 

ducer to make shipment directly to the 

customer of the distributor. 


(2) Direct purchasers from producers.

No person shall give any 
e ffect to any rating applied to his deliv¬ 
eries of metal insect screen cloth if he 
knows or has re ason to believe that it is 
a blanket MRO rating.

(h) Identification of purchase ordw. 

Orders originating with one of the fol¬

priced and the comparable item. 

(3) Maximum prices. The maximum 
price to a particular class of purchaser 
for a commodity priced under this Sec¬ 
tion shall be determined in accordance 
with the following formula: 

Ascertain thennaximum price to 
that class of purchaser of a comparable 
Item, 


(ii) Divide Item 1 by the current unit

professional enterprise) having an in¬ 
vested capital not in excess of $25,000.

(e) “Veteran” means any person who 
served in the active military or naval 
service of the United States during the 
present war, or any person who served in 
the active military or naval service of the 
United States on or after September 16. 
1940, and prior to the termination of the 
present war, and who has been discharged 
or released therefrom under honorable 
conditions, 

§ 8307.2 Limitation of application; 
property excepted. This part shall apply 
only to property within the United 
States, its territories or possessions. It 
shall not apply to real property, nor to 
aircraft and parts peculiar to aircraft 
or any classes of property designated in 
section 19 of the Surplus Property Act 
of 1944. Whenever reference is made 
in this part to property useful to estab¬ 
lish or maintain a small business, pro¬ 
fessional or agricultural enterprise, such 
property shall not include any property 
to be resold, with or without reprocess¬ 
ing or refabrication, in the regular course 
of business of such enterprise.

§ 8307.4 Purchase by Smaller War 
Plants Corporation of property useful in 
business or professional enterprises. The 
Smaller War Plants Corporation will ex¬ 
ercise its priority right in the manner 
and to the extent provided in Part 8302 ‘ 
and any amendments thereof, to pur¬ 
chase from the appropriate disposal 
agency for resale to the veteran such 
property as he may apply for which in 
its judgment is required to preserve or 
strengthen the competitive position of 
small enterprise. In forming such judg¬ 
ment the Smaller War Plants Corpo¬ 
ration will take Into account whether 
the property will be useful in and will aid 
the veteran to establish or maintain his 
own small enterprise and whether busi¬ 
ness conditions and other economic fac-

§ 8307.5 Veteran's application for 
property useful in agricultural enter-- 
prises. Any veteran desiring to exercise 
the preference hereby granted in the 
purchase of surplus property useful to 
establish or maintain his own small agri¬ 
cultural enterprise shall file with ,the 
War Food Administrator an application 
therefor. 

§ 8307.6 Certification hy War Food 
Administrator to Smaller War Plants 
Corporation. The War Pood Adminis¬ 
trator wUl certify to the Smaller War 
Plants Corporation for purchase by it 
for resale to the veteran such property 
as the veteran may apply for as in the 
judgment of the War Food Adminis¬ 
trator will foster and render more se¬ 
cure family-type farming.

Upon the re¬ 
ceipt of a certification hereunder from 
the War Food Administrator, the Small¬ 
er War Plants Corporation will exercise 
it» priority in the manner and to the ex¬ 
tent provided in Part 8302* and any 
amendments thereof to purchase from 
the appropriate disposal agency for re¬ 
sale to the veteran the property so certi¬ 
fied. 

§ 8307.8 Pricing. In selling surplus 
property to the Smaller War Plants Cor¬ 
poration for resale to a veteran here¬ 
under. disposal agencies shall comply 
with applicable regulations of the Office 
of Price Administration, but in no case 
shall charge a price which is greater than 
the cost of acquisition thereof to the 
Government, less appropriate allowances 
for depreciation, obsolescence, wear and 
tear, and such other factors as may re¬ 
late to the condition or utility of the 
i«iperty. The Smaller War Plants Cor¬ 
poration will charge the veteran no 
greater price than the price charged by 
the disposal agency: Provided, however.

(2) Rochester further proposes to sub¬ 
mit such reclassification program to the 
holders of its outstanding preferred and 
common stocks at a stockholders* meet¬ 
ing to be called for that purpose and, in 
connection therewith, proposes to solicit 
proxies authorizing votes in favor of the 
reclassification and to retain Georgeson 

Co. to assist it in such solicitation. The 
proposed program will not become effec¬ 
tive unless the holders of at least two- 
thirds of the outstanding preferred and 
common stocks, by classes, vote favor¬ 
ably thereon. 

(3) Rochester states that any preferred 
stockholder who objects to the reclassi¬ 
fication and demands payment for his 
stock prior to the stockholders* meeting 
wUl be entitled to an appraisal pursuant 
to the applicable provisions of the laws 
of New York. Rochester proposes to 
offer such objectors $105 per share, the 
redemption price of their stock, plus 
accrued dividends to the date of the 
stockholders’ meeting: Provided, how¬ 
ever, That if the holders of more than 
40,000 shares of preferred stock object 
lind request appraisals the entire pro¬ 
gram will be abandoned. 

(4) Upon the reclassification program 
becoming effective, Rochester proposes 
to accept tenders of the reclassified pre¬ 
ferred stock for a period of ten days 
following the effective date of the re¬ 
classification, at a price of $105 per 
share, plus accrued dividends through 
August 31. 1945. for an amount up to 
40,000 shares of preferred stock less the 
number of shares for which appraisals 
may have been requested. If shares 
tendered are in excess of such amount, 
they will be accepted on the basis of 
selection by lot. in a manner to be de¬ 
termined by the Board of Directors. 

(5) In the ev^nt that requests for ap¬ 
praisals and tenders do not aggregate 
40,000 shares of preferred stock, Roches¬ 


ter proposes to call by lot an amount of 
reclassified preferred stock so that upon 
consummation of the entire program the 
preferred stock outstanding will amount 
to 120,000 shares of the aggregate par 
value of $12,000,000. 

(6) It is further proposed that the 
voting rights attaching to the outstand¬ 
ing common stock of Rochester shall be 
changed from one vote for each ten 
shares held to one vote for each share 
held. The entire 775,914 shares of out¬ 
standing common stock are held by NY 
PA NJ Utilities Company, which, Roches¬ 
ter states, has indicated its intention 
to vote in favor of the reclassification 
program. 

It appearing to the Commission that 
it is appropriate in the public Interest 
and the Interest of Investors and con¬ 
sumers that a hearing be held with re¬ 
spect to such matters: 

It is ordered, That a hearing on such 
matters under the applicable provisions 
of the act and rules of the Commission 
thereunder be held on June 13, 1945, at 
10:30 a. m., e. w. t., at the offices of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
18th and Locust Streets, Philadelphia 3. 
Pennsylvania. On such date the hearing 
room clerk in room 318 will advise as to 
the room in which such hearing will be 
held. 

It is further ordered. That Henry C. 
Lank or any other officer or officers of the 
Commission designated by it for that 
purpose shall preside at the hearings in 
such matter. The officer so designated 
to preside at any such hearing is hereby 
authorized to exercise all powers granted 
to the Commission under section 18 (c) 
of said act and to a trial examiner under 
the Commission’s rules of practice. 

It is further ordered, ’That the Secre¬ 
tary of the Commission shall serve notice 
of the aforesaid hearing by mailing a 
copy of this order to the Public Service 
Commission of the State of New York 
and to Rochester Gas and Electric Cor¬ 
poration; and that notice of said hearing 
be given to all other persons by publica¬ 
tion of this order in the Federal Register, 
Any person desiring to be heard or other¬ 
wise wishing to participate in said pro¬ 
ceeding shall file with the Secretary of 
the Commission, on or before June 11, 


1945, his request or application therefor, 
as provided by Rule XVH of the Com¬ 
mission’s rules of practice. 

It is further ordered. That, without 
limiting the scope of the issues presented 
by said application or declaration, par¬ 
ticular attention will be directed at said 
hearing to the following matters and 
questions: 

(1) Whether the proposed alteration 
of the priorities, preferences, voting 
power and other rights of the preferred 
and common stockholders of Rochester 
complies with the applicable provisions 
and requirements of section 7 of the act; 

(2) Whether the proposed reclassifi¬ 
cation of Rochester’s preferred stock 
constitutes the issue or sale of securi¬ 
ties and. if so. whether such issue or 
sale complies with ttfe applicable provi¬ 
sions of sections 6 and 7 of the act; 

(3) Whether the proposed solicitation 
of authorizations in connection with the 
proposed reclassification program com¬ 
plies with the applicable provisions of 
section 12 (e) of the act and Rules U-62 
and U-65 thereunder; 

(4) Whether the sums proposed to be 
paid to Georgeson & Co. are appropriate 
corporate expenditures and constitute 
reasonable compensation for the services 
to be rendered; 

(5) Whether the fees, coinmissions, or 
other remunerations to be paid are rea¬ 
sonable; 

(6) The propriety of the proposed ac¬ 
counting treatment to refiect the pro¬ 
posed transactions on the books of 
Rochester; 

(7) Generally, whether the proposed 
transactions comply with the applica¬ 
ble provisions of the act, and the rules, 
regulations and orders promulgated 
thereunder; and 

(8) Whether, in the event the applica¬ 
tion or declaration shall be granted or 
permitted to become effective, it is nec¬ 
essary or appropriate to impose terms or 
conditions to ensure compliance with the 
standards of the act.
